About 160 farm ers and busines* men of Mor­ 
gan couaty responded to the call of R epresenta­ 
tive* John Patterson and F. E. Rurle*on S at­ 
urday afternoon and m et a t the H artad le city 
hall to distas* the M organ county road future. 
Had you been there, had you entered into the 
discussion with the saiqe zeal of spirit a* the 
farm ers present, had you shown an interest to 
the extent that you braved a cold November 
afternoon, your heart would have been warm ed 
by the prevailing spirit among those fellows 
clad in the clothe* of the farm , but with hearts 
and head* W t upon progress for Morgan county. 
If the w riter wan asked the question “ W hat 
do you consider will come out of that m eeting 
a t H artselle?” he undoubtedly would answer, 
“ Roads, roads of a perm anent type, roads of at 
least 14 feet in width, a road tax to provide for 
a p art paym ent upon those roads, a com petent 
engineer who knows how to build road».’’

It wpuld be 
detrim ental to their interests, a* 
wpll as to the interests of their 
stockholders to do so. 
It would 
divulge im portant inform ation to 
com petitors and handicap the com­ 
panies in their work. 
The trouble is th a t too 
many 
corporations lean over 
backward 
when it comes to rendering reports 
of any kind, and are unwilling to 
give even their own stockholders 
the benefit of 
inform ation 
tbat 
would be of benefit, and without 
injury or handicap to the corpora­ 
tions them selves. 
“ We are a long way from the 
old style “public be dam ned” cor­ 
poration era, but there is still suf­ 
ficient old-fogyism
